In the 
roaster, then, put a little w ater, 
and place the fried onions over the 
steak, cooking slowly two or three 
hours. 
Pickled Beets With Eggs—Cook 
about a dozen medium-sized beets, 
peel and slice, then pour over them 
the following liquid: One cup of 
vinegar (if very 
strong, 
add 
a 
small am ount of w ater), one and 
one-half tablespoons of sugar, and 
one-half teaspoon of mixed spices. 
It is well to taste this before adding 
all of the sugar, as tastes vary and 
some m ight not like it so sweet. 
Bring this to a boil and pour over 
the beets after they are cool. 
Let 
this set twelve hours at least so 
th at the liquid is well colored. The 
day before you w ant to use them, 
boil sir or eight eggs until they are 
hard. Plunge in cold w ater as soon 
as done and then take off the shells.
